Lonpon, March 17.—A good deal of amuse- 
ment has been caused among the knowing 
ones by Timothy Healy’s statement at Newry, 
that the late Joe Biggar calied Mr. Parnell to 
task on moral questions as far back as 1681. 
When Mr. Biggar died, last year, helefta 
good slice of his property to an illegitimate 
child and an income to the child’s mother. 
The Parnellites smile, therefore, when they 
hear Mr. Biggar spokenof as a moral mentor. 
He was, however, always esteemed as a de- 
voted patriot.. lf the stories going about are 
true, there are other Biggars in the Irish 
party without his brains, and Harrington has 
intimated that ona little more provocation 
he will point them out. 

A HARD NUT TO CRACK.

Carthyite candidate. A lively struggle is 
expected. 

THE M’CARTHYITES’ CANDIDATE. 

It is announced this afternoon that Alder- 
man Callery of Sligo will be selected by the 
McCarthyites <o contest the seat for North 
Sligo instead of T. H. MacDermott, who had 
been announced as the probable candidate of 
that section of the Irish Parliamentary party. 

ARCHBISHOP WALSH IN ROME.

An Ovation to Gladstone. 

Lonpown, March 17.—Mr. Gladstone received 
atremendous and spontaneous ovation to- 
day. Hewasleaving Charing Cross Railroad 
station for Hastings, when an immense crowd 
gathered at the depot in order to witness 
his departure. Fired by enthusiasm the 
crowd cheering itself hoarse after Mr. Glad- 
stone appeared, broke down the barriers and 
made a rush for the ‘‘Grand old man’’ cheer- 
ingand waving hats and handerchiefs as if 
mad with joy to seethe veteran statesman. 
A number of the extra enthusiastic 
admirers of Mr. Gladstone, not content with 
demoralizing the depot with their outbreak 
of admiration, scrambled: upon top of the 
cars of the train whith was to take Mr. 
Gladstone out of townand therethey stood 
and yelled and cheered and waved their hats 
until the train, starting, suddenly threw sev- 
eral of them down upon the tracks and 
platform. Two men were so seriouslysin- 
jured that they had to be taken to Charing 
Cross Hospital, and several others were 
badly cut and bruised. The railway station 
fairly shook with cheers as the 
train bearing Mr. Gladstone moved 
out of the building on its 
way tothe seaside. Previous to the de- 
parture of the train, the executive commit- 
tee of the Radical Association presented an 
address to Mr. Gladstone, in which it was 
stated that the association was hopeful ofa 
brilliant triumph for Mr. Gladstone and 
his followers in the coming elections, 
but the turmoil prevailingin the depot was 
so great that Mr. Gladstone was utterly una- 
ble to say a word in reply. He could only 
express by signs his appreciation of the sen- 
timents conveyed in the presentation of the 
address. P 

PEERS AS OWNERS OF LIQUOR SHOPS. 

Lonpon, March 17.—A ‘‘blue book’’ issued 
by the Government to-day disclosed the fact 
that 152 peers of the realm are the owners of 
places in which intoxicating drinks are sold. 
The number of drink-shops owned by these 
peers is 1,539. The list is headed by the 
Earl of Derby, who the blue book shows is the 
owner of seventy-two drinking places. Next 
comes the Duke of Bedford with forty-eight 
‘*drinking shops’’ to higcredit. Then comes 
the Duke of Devonshire with forty-seven, 
followed by the Earl of Cawdor with 
thirty-nine, the Duke of Rutland 
with thirty-seven, the Earl of Dudley 
with 35, the Duke of Northumberland with 34 
and the Duke of Portland with 382. Included 
in this list is the Rt. Rev. Richard Lewis, D. 
D. Bishopof Landaff who, the blue book 
shows, isthe owner of two places which are 
devoted to the sale of intoxicating liquors.

The preamble of the Newfoundland bill,

An 
eminent authority discussing the appoint- 
ment of the arbitrator for France, 
Said to-day, that the spirit of 
moderation animating the Governments in 
the study of this delicate question is a guar- 
antee of an entente cordiale. In discussing 
the points submitted to arbitration he said: 

We refuse to assent to any questions touching the 
princi les of our rights as established by treaties be- 
ng referred to arbitration. — 

THE FEELING IN NEWFOUNDLAND. 

MONTREAL, Ill., March 17.—A private letter 
has been received here from a Government 
official at St. Johns, Newfoundland, which 
says of the existing difficulties: 


There are several membets of the Government 
here now. Itisknown that England has arrived at 
no agreement with France for a settlement of our 
difficulties, but instead has consented to arbitrate the 
question of French rights to build lobster factories 
onthe coast which has never even been claimed 
by France, and England has or will refuse to 
ratify our commercial treaty with the United 
States.

THE AMERICAN COPYRIGHT BILL. 

LONDON, March 17.—The Times, referring to 
the United States copyright bill,remarks that: 

An examination of the text of‘ the bill shows that 
in some directions at least it is better than expected. 
The important point is that it affords real copyright 
to works of art; so European artists are in a better 
position than the authors. The provision of the bill 
which provides that authors have the sole right to 
dramatize their books is also important. 

AN EX-CHAMPION’S DOMESTIC TROUBLES. 

LONDON, March 17.—Sporting circles are in- 
terested in the marital troubles of Wm. Cook, 
formerly the champion billiard player of 
England, from whom his wife has procured a 
divorce. Cook was once quite famous and 
carried off the honors both here and in Aus- 
tralia. Heonce played before the Prince of 
Wales and earned the applause of His Royal 
Highness by dextrous handling of the cue. 
He became addicted to drink. 


A Riotin Alsace. 


BERLIN, March 17.—Ariot of quite a serious 
character is reported to have occurred Satur- 
day at. Haguenue, in Alsace. An attempt was 
made by the policeto arrest a Frenchman 
who had come to visit some relatives in 
Haguenue, but was unable to showa pass- 
port. The Frenchman’s friends rallied to 
his assistance, clamoring and drawing a 
crowd. The police was compelled to use 
considerable violence in dispersing them. 
The Frenchman was sent back across the 
frontier aftera brief detention, it being ap- 
parent that he had no improper motive in his 
visit to Haguenue. Alsace is generally ina 
very peaceful condition, but the same cannot 
be said of Lorraine, where the people have 
never given up their attachment for France 
and their determination to be united to that 
country. 

BISMARCK AND THE KAISER. 

BERLIN, March 17.—It is said that Prince 
Bismarck will to-day return the visit of 
Count von Waldersee. The Hamburger Nach- 
richten says that Prince Bismarck hever op- 
posed the present government on principle; 
that he simply disapproved of certain things 
such asa tendency to abolish the protection 
of national production and the ruin of the 
peasantry as foreshadowed in the Prussian 
rural communes bill. The same paper says 
that the statementsin circulation regarding 
a Yrapprochement between the Emperor and 
Prince Bismarck are baseless, there never 
having been any real difference between 
them. Itis asserted that Prince Bismarck, 
having failed to persuade the Deutscher Tage- 
blatt to take up his cause, has purchased the 
paper through Dr. Chryssander for 150,000 
marks, 


France and Germany. 

BERLIN,March 17.—The North German Gazette, 
commenting on the refusal ofthe architects 
of Paris to accept the invitation to be repre- 
sented at the Berlin art exhibition, says:

M. HERBETTE RECALLED. 

Lonpon, March 17.—The correspondent at 
Paris ofthe Chronicle says that the Govern- 
ment of France has finally determined to re- 
call M. Herbette from the French Embassy at 
Berlin. The Vienna correspondent of the 
Times says that the French Cabinet on Thurs- 
day last decided to recall Minister Herbette 
from Berlin. 


Heavy Gambling at Monaco. 


MONACO, March 17.—The Englishman who 
at Monte Carlo twice broke the bank recent- 
ly, yesterday won $40,000, making him, he 
says, quits with the gambling palace. He 
adds that he has hitherto been a loser and 
accuses the bank of cheating. Various sto- 
ries are in circulation in connection with the 
heavy losses lately sustained by the bank. 
It is said that they are due to a regular 
scheme of play organized by a syndicate of 
wealthy Londoners. Itisalso asserted that 
the iarge stakes were all won by these in- 
dividuals. 


Malcom Kahn’s Downfall. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, March 17.—The afleged 
cause of the degration of Malcom Khan, 
formerly Persian Ambassador in London, is 
the proof that he had been engagéd, while in 
England, in speculations detrimental tothe 
interests ofthe Shah. Thereal cause wag 
the hostility of the boy whom the Shah 
treats as his special favorite, and béfore 
whom even the Vizier trembles. Malcom did 
not court favor with the boy, and the latter 
secured his downfall.

The Appropriations Made for the State 
Educational Institutions. 


NEARLY ONE MILLION DOLLARS SET 
ASIDE BY THE HOUSE. 


The Direct Tax Money to Go to the State 
University — Speaker Orafts of the 
Illinois House Announces His Com- 
mittees To-Day—The Coal Oil Inspec- 
tion Bill in the Arkansas Legislature. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 17.—Things came very 
easy for the State .University on St. Patrick’s 
day in the morning. An attempt was made 
to pass a resolution providing that the money 
the State will receive from the General Gov- 
ernment under the direct tax bill be used in 
the payment of the public debt, and it made 
a hot fight, asa large number of the Alliance 
men thought that it would be a great scheme. 
Finally the morning hour was consumed in 
talking about it, and it was laid over undera 
call for the regular order. Lyman of Kansas 
City at once called up the _ Reitz 
bill, giving the money to the State Univer- 
sity, to be made a permanent endowment 
fundand loaned at5 percent. There wasa 
little ight on the bill and much objection on 
the partofthe farmers, because the roll was 
held back to give the friends ofthe billa 
chance to getin their votes. It was carried 
by 73 votes, one more than a constitutional 
majority. The appropriation amounts to 
$646,958.33, and of the interest upon 
this four-fifths is to go to the State 
University at Columbia, and one- 
fifth tothe School of Mines at Rolla. As soon 
as this bill was passed the educational insti- 
tution appropriation {bill was taken up and 
passed. This bil gives the State 
University $88 , 983, the School of 
Mines $20,000, the Kirksville Normal $20,000, 
the Warrensburg .Normal $24,000, the Cape 
Girardeau Normal $23,000, and Lincoln Insti- 
tute at Jefferson City $28,000. In all, the 
House set aside for educational purposes this 
morning $845,741.33. 

The lobby thought that it had its pins set 
this morning for the defeat of the 
freight bill, but it slightly miscarried; as one 
member said: ‘‘It did not use enough En- 
glish.’* Senator McGinnis called the bill up 
and moved that it be laid upon thetable. Col. 
Bill Phelps and his cohorts thought that 
the motion would carry, but there 
was anexodus of m3amber3;to the corridor 
andthe motion was lost by a vote 13to 12. 
The bill goes over and will come up again. 

The Parker police bill which applies only 
to the city of St. Louis, was 
taken up and passed by the 
Senate this morning jand is now 
ready for the Governor’s signature. The 
bill was supported by the entire St. Louis del- 
egation. It provides that in case of vacancy 
in any grade of officers except chief it shall be 
filled from the next lower grade and also 
provides for the pensioning of officers injured 
on duty, and their families if they are killed 
while on duty; alsothelir retirement on half 
pay at the discretion ofthe Board of Police 
Oommissioners, after twenty years of ser- 
vice.

Arkansas General Assembly. 
LITTLE Rock, Ark., March 17.—The Senate 


yesterday passed a bill to provide for the. 


leasing and management of State convicts at 
the expiration of thé present lease. Senator 
Williams of Pulaski stated that the Peni- 
itentiary Committee should have taken steps 
to remove the penitentiary, which now 
stands in the heart ofthe city. He was not 
prepared to vote forthe abolishment of the 
lease system. Several other meas- 
ures were then considered and in the 
afternoon the House took up the Dill 
to pension ex-Confederate soldiers. The dis- 
cussion was participated in by nearly all the 
members, and atthe night session Mr. Hen- 
ley of Searcy County (Rep.) made a strong 
speech against it on the ground that it offered 
aj}.emium for disloyalty and would greatly 
increase taxation. He stated that every 
Democratic State Treasurer since the war had 
been an ex-Confederate officer, and that 
every one of them had proveda defaulter, in 
consequence of which the State was now 
groaning under a burden of taxation. 

In the Senate, House Dill accepting $15,00 
from the Federal Government as donation to 
State University was passed. The remainder 
ofthe morning was consumed in discussing 
the bill appropriating $70,000 for the support 
of the University. 

In the House this morning, Senate bill re- 
quiring thatall coal oil sold in this State 
shall be inspected by local inspectors was 
passed after the tabling of an important 
amendment. At present the greater por- 
tion of the oil shipped to Arkansas is in- 
spected at St. Louis.

FIVE PERSONS BURNED. 


Serious Mishaps at a Fire at Lawrence- 
ville, Pa.— Village Oonflagration. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., March 17.—A fire attended 
with serious consequences occurred at Was- 
ser’s row of tenement houses in Eden alley, 
Lawrenceville, about midnight last night. 
A number of persons were seriously injured. 

DAVID KUPPERMAN, aged 47; burned about 
the face and arms; condition critical.

INFANT CHILD, 4 weeks old; will die. 

The residence was almost completely en- 
veloped in flames when the firemen arrived; 
the occupants not having awakened were not 
aware of their danger. But forthe cry of an 
infantinthe burning house, Overheard by a 
fireman, all would have been cremated. The 
firemen madea gallant effort to rescue the 
family and, after a flerce battle with the 
flames and imminent danger to themselves, 
carried the five members of the family out of 
the building. Solomon Goldbergand Frank 
Smith, who boarded’ with the Kupperman 
family, jumped from a second floor window 
and were badly bruised. The damage by the 
fire amounted to about $600. Mr. Kupper- 
man, whose family suffered so severely, isa 
Polish Jew and a tailor. 

A VILLAGE CONFLAGRATION. 

NEWHAMPTON, Io., March 17.—The town of 
North Washington, elght miles north of here, 
was almost totally destroyed by fire last 
night. The loss is estimated at $60,000. The 
conflagration is supposed to have been the 
work of incendiaries. 


A LEAP TO DEATH. 


The Victim of a Black Fiend Suicides— 
Cut His Throat. 

NEW YORK, March 17.—Lizzie Gunther, an 
ex-forelady in the Knickerbocker Knitting 
Mills, op Franklin street, which burned down 
last summer, threw hérséif from the roofof 
the five-story tenement house, 419 Thirteenth 
street, Sunday night, and early yesterday 
morning a passing policeman found her re- 
mains, in a frightfully mangled condition, 
lying in the gutter, ‘whése she probably 
struck. Miss Gunther was des ndent and 
out of work for some time, and resolved to 
end her life. Shecame here from Germany 
some time ago, and was 30 years of age. 

A BLACK FIEND’S VICTIM SUICIDES. 

SWEET SPRINGS, Mo,, March 17.—Mrs. Geo. 
W. Miller committed suicide here yesterday 
by taking arsenic. She was assaulted bya 
worthless negro last November, and his 
trial was to have come offto-day. Mrs. Mil- 
ler could not reconcile herself to the necessity 
of submitting her evidence and rather than 
endure the embarrassment, committed 
suicide.

ENTERED PLEAS. 


Several Prisoners Confess Their Guilt and 
Receive Sentences This Morning. 


In the Criminal Court this morning William 
Brennan, under indictment for burglary in 
the second degree, was permitted to plead 
guilty to the charge of attempted burglary 
and was sentenced to serve two years 
in the penitentiary. On Dec. 30 last, Brown 
effected an entrance intothe shop of J. B.

Joseph Stewart pleaded gullty to the charge 
of grand larceny and was givena two-year 
term in the penitentiary.

LAWYER PARKERSON THREATENED BY AL- 
LEGED MEMBERS OF THE MAFIA. 


Judge Marr Instructs the Grand-Jury to 
Investigate the Lynching. 


THE SHERIFF ORDERED TO MAKE A RE- 
PORT OF SATURDAY’S TRAGEDY. 


Citizens of New Orleans Only Slightly 
Surprised at the International Aspect 
of the Lynching—Ex-Secretary of State 
Bayard on Italy’s Claim for Indemnity 
—Meetings Held by Indignant Italians 
in Various Cities. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., March 17,—W. 8. Park- 
erson received yesterday the following note, 
purporting to come from a member of the 
Mafia society: 


You are adoomed man, and God Almighty can’t 
save you. We have it sworn. Our comrades you 
murdered. and we will kill you and your family. You 
will be poisoned. The stiletto will do for the rest. 


Neither Mr. Parkerson nor his friends are 
at all concerned about the threats. Mr. 
Parkerson said he was proud that no 
violence was visited upon the innocent 
Italian residents. Saturday he was the best 
friend the Italians had in this city. One word 
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John C. Wickliffe. 
from him would have been suffictent to in- 
augurate a war upon the race, s0 intense was 
the feeling. 

JUDGE MARR’S INSTRUCTIONS. 

The Grand-jury met this morning with all 
its members present. Judge Marr presented 
the special charge given below on the riot 
and the jury is now investigating. The lead- 
ers will probably be indicted. Here is the 
charge: 

Since your last adjournment New Orleans has been 
the scene ofa deplorable tragedy which terminated 
in the death of eleven persons, prisoners in the cus- 
tody of the law, charged with complicity in the assas- 
sination of David C. Hennessy, late chief of police of 
thiscity.

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THE ITALIAN GOVERNMENT. 


PREMIER DI RUDINI’S STATEMENT IN THE CHAM- 
BER OF DEPUTIES. 

RoME, March 17.—Marquis di Rudini, the 
Prime Minister, sald in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties yesterday that President Harrison had 
recognized the right of Italians to protection 
and had charged the Governor of Louisiana to 
guard the Italians in New Orleans and bring 
the assassins to justice. He added that Hon. 
A.G. Porter, United States Minister here, 
had called upon him to convey President 
Harrison’s regrets for the occurrence. 

AMERICANS THREATENED. 

Much anxiety is felt here because of the at- 
tempt made by some of the lower orders to 
provoke a general onslaught on Americans, 
of whom there are many in the city. The 
better classes, while equally indignant at the 
American murders, are entirely opposed to 
violence. 

VINDICATING ITALY’S RIGHTS. 

LONDON, March 17,—The Italian Ambassador 
here has been counseled to deny himself to 
all buta few of the multitude of his visitors 
who have called within the past few days, 
relative to the Amerfcan massacre. This 
morning Count Hirschel of the Embassy said 
there was nothing new to communicate, but 
that assurances had been received from 
America that the lives and property of Ital- 
ians would be protected, Count Hirschel 
said it was absurd to talk of the existence of 
a Mafia Society in America or anywhere else. 
As to the future, he said that Italy was en- 
tirely able to vindicate the rights of Italian 
subjects, and to exact punishment for out- 
rage. 


QUESTION OF INDEMNITY. 


DOUBT AS TO THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE STATE 
AND FEDERAL GOVERNMENTS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 17.—The Federal 
authorities will take no further action regard- 
ing the shooting of the Sicilian murderers 
until a reply is received from Gov. Nicholls to 
Secretary Blaine’s telegram. The officials 
are explaining that the Federal authorities 
could have taken no steps to prevent the 
lynching because the Federal Government 
has no authority to interfere in cases of dis- 
order within the States unless w called on 
to do so by the Governor of the te or to 
protect Government property. Since neither 
of these exigencies arose,the Federal Govern- 
ment was powerless to act. 

The question of indemnity puzzles the State 
Department since the case is entirely without 
precedent. One view is that the Federal 
Government is responsible for any act done 
toa subject ofa foreign power within the

BAGNETTO AND POLITEZ. 


THE LYNCHINGS OUTSIDE THE PRISON WALLS 
DESCRIBED GRAPHICALLY. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., March 17.—Saturday’s 
festival of blood was remarkable for its many 
scenes of horrible cruelty. The story of the 
awful slaughter inthe condemned cells has 
been told, but the death of Bagnetto and 
Politez was equally terrible. The stories of 
their executions are thus told by a reporter, 
who witnessed every detail in the prison and 
who went with the mob that took the men to 
death. 

‘*The execution of Macheca, Marchesi and 
Scaffedi in the condemned cells was the work 
of the main section of the mob. Another sec- 
tion found in the woman’s department 
Frank Romero, Lorette Comitz, Charles 
Traini, Jim Coruso, Roco Geracci and 
Pietro Monasterio. All were killed. Caruso 
made a desperate fight, but fell, pierced by 
forty-two bullets. Monasterio was not killed 
instantly, and one or two others were 
possibly breathing when the band that had 
shot them down withdrew. Another band 
appeared and fired several volleys into the 
bodies through the grated door. 

‘*Then the door was opened and the men 
crowded into the yard. They turned each 
body over to get a better look at each one’s 
features and, treadinginthe pools of blood, 
began to call out for ‘Macheca! Where is 
Macheca?’ 

‘*‘This party was not present when Ma- 
checa, Marchesi and Scaffedi were shot down 
on the gallery and did not know that they had 
been killed. As they tossed the bodies of the 
men from side to side they came upon 

ANTONIO BAGNETTO, 
whose blanched face and small, rat-like eyes 
presented the picture of abject terror. He 
was speechless from frightand sat up dazed 
and not knowing what to do. 

‘**Who is he?’’ came the cry from the 
throats of the armed men. 

‘**That’s Bagnetto. He was acquitted,’ 
came the answer from those who knew him. 
‘Make him point out Macheca. That’s the 
man we went!’ yelled the men as they 


| crowded around the cowering Italian. 


‘*They took Romero for Macheca and asked 
Bagnetto if it was so, but he shook his head 
and from his chattering teeth came the single 
word ‘No!’ 

‘**Who is he then?’ 

** *It’s Romero—Nine-fingered Frank.That’s 
who it is,’ came the cry from one who recog- 
nized the dying man. 

‘‘The crowd then turned its attention to 
Bagnetto, and cries of ‘Shoot him! kill him!’ 
came from themob. The man threw up his 
hands, as If to plead for mercy. 

‘* ‘Hang him! Let’s hang him!’ shouteda 
short man, who produced a thick rope as he 
spoke. The rope was doubled up quickly and 
the noose was thrown around the man’s 
neck, He struggled to free himself and 
kicked and squirmed to get away. He sank 
his chin in his chest and made it impossible 
for anyone to get the rope in position. Some 
one kicked him in the back, and as he 
straightened up from the pain of the blow his 
captors got the noose under his chin and 
tightened the rope around his neck. He set 
his feet in the sill of the door, but his efforts 
were futile and he was dragged out of the 
prison. , 

‘*Pietro Monasterio was still alive, and as 
he feebly raised his blood-stained hand to his 
wounded neck some one noticed the move- 
ment and yelled out that he was alive. ‘Give 
him another load,’ said an e;derly man in a 
pea jacket, but no one would doit. The man 
was fast dying. Hecould not live over an 
hour in his condition and no one wanted to 
put any more bullets in the body of the dying 
wretch. 

‘*A young man who stood nearthe door of 
the corridor pulled a revolver from his 
pocket and, handing it over to the elderly 
man, said: 

‘* *T’ve a gun; will this do?’ 

‘* ‘Yes, anything will do for the ——!’ came 
the reply. ‘Shoot him again.’ 

‘* *T haven’t the heart to kill him,’ said the 
young man. ‘Here’s the gun; do the job 
yourself,’ 

‘‘The elderly man took the pistol and 
poised it in his hand fora moment, took de- 
liberate aim at Monasterio and fired; the re- 
port rang out, andas the bullet struck the 
wounded man, he started up suddenly, threw 
‘back his head, gave a groan and died. 

‘‘The slaughter was over. The men glanced 
at the corpses of the six men inthe yard and 
filed out intothe corridor. Here they were 
marshaled into line by Mr. Wickliffe, to 
whom five men acted as Heutenants in get- 
ting the men inline. 

‘*‘Here, forthe first time, did the second 
party of vigilants learn of Macheco’s death, 
and the news was received by them with 
shouts of approval. They shouldered their 
muskets and rifies and were on their way out 
when they discovered

crouching beneath a flight of stairs. A 
slender rope was quickly adjusted about his 
neck and a dozen willing bands manned the 
ropes and helped to drag we wretch palsied

and shoulders were raised above the 


till one of them touched the rope; then quick 
as thought his fingers clutched the cord, 
and in an instant he had pulled himself up 
hand over hand to the  crosspiece, 
where he hung by his hands. The young 
man who had before climbed the lamp post 
to adjust the rope, struck him in the face 
and forced him to relax his hold upon the 
crosspiece and once more the doomed victim 
was dangling by the neck. Once more he 
seized the ropeand beganto raise himself 
with his hands, but the rope was quickly 
slackened and he was lowered into the crowd 
once more. He was seized and in a few 
seconds his hands were securely pinioned by 
a portion of the cord that had been broke in 
the first attemptto strangle him. Then he 
swung of the ground once moreand swiftly 
hauled up, writhing horribly as he 
went, but just as his head reached 
the cross-bar two or three puffs of blue 
smoke curled up in the bright syn- 
shine scarcely twenty feet away, and, as the 
body writhed and quivered convulsively with 
each, acrist, sharp report rang out above 
the almost deafening cheers of the crowd. 
Some five or six shots were fired at the quiv- 
ering body as it swung above the crowd, 
most of which took effect. At last the con- 
vulsive shudders were ended and another vic- 
tim had passed away. 

‘*When hanged, Politez was clad in walist- 
coat, flannel shirt, trousers and shoes, but 
.ten minutes later every thread of his shirt 
had been cut and torn from the body by relic 
hunters, and as the body hung in the bright 
sunshine it made a ghastly picture, with

bare and overspread witha deathly greenish 
pallor. 


EXECUTION OF BAGNETTO. 


‘‘While the crowd was still viewing the 
ghastly picture presented by Politez as he 
dangled from the lamppost at the corner of 
Treme and St. Ann streets there was a sud- 
den commotion at the Orleans street or main 
entrance of the prison, and just as the loud 
hum of voices broke intoa hoarse roar that 


) went sweeping around the prison and rolled 


down to Congo Square,a narrow lane wags 
opened in the crowd, and half a dozen 
men dashed out beneath the iow, 
broad archway which overhangs the main 
entrance, dragging something along the 
floor by a stout rope. Atthe end of the rope 
was the writhing form of Antonio Bagnetto, 
and the rope was fastened by arunning noose 
around his neck. Swiftly those holding the 
rope dashed over the banguette, across the 
roadway and to the foot of a dead tree on the 
up-town side of the neutral ground, their 
victim lying on his back and struggling as he 
went. 

‘*Bagnetto’s journey to the gallows tree 
was a short and swift, but terrible one. As he 
was hauled through that narrow lane in the 
crowd those nearest him jabbed him with 
their canes, beat him with sticks and kicked 
him as he was dragged past them, so that by 
the time he reached the foot of the tree he 


half off the ground the rotten limb broke and 
Bagnetto felltothe ground once more, ap- 
parently in a semi-conscious condition. Again 
the end of the rope was thrown to the man 
who was still in the tree. This time he passed 
the rope over a stout, sound limb, 
which proved sufficiently strong to 
sustain the weight of the victim who wag 
quickly hanging far above the heads of the 
crowd. Bagnetto’s final struggles were soon 
over, as he appeared to have been mortally 
hurt before he was finally suspended. As the. 
man who adjusted the rope was descending 
from the tree, he gave the dying mana kick 
with the heel of his boot on the forehead, but 
beyond a convulsive shudder Bagnetto gave 
no sign that he felt this last hurt inflicted 
upon him.’’

THE CHIEF EXECUTIVE OF NEW ORLEANS ON 
LAST SATURDAY’S TRAGEDY. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., March 17.—The riot of 
last Saturday has not worrjed Mayor Shakes- 
peare a minute. He was told that the coun- 
try and Italian consuls held him responsible, 
and he replied: ‘‘What if they did?’’

THE INTERNATIONAL COMPLICATIONS. 


CITIZENS OF NEW ORLEANS SURPRISED—EXPECT 
TO PAY DAMAGES. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., March 17.—The people 
here are a little surprised because the lynch- 
ing of Saturday has taken the rank of an in- 
ternational affair. The impression prevailed 
that New Orleans would again have to pay 
heavy damages to the relatives of those 
killed, but nothing was thought of its becom- 
ing an affair between the governments. AS 
to the damages, in 1853, when Crittenden and 
others were shot for associating with Lopez 
and going to Cuba, heavy damages were paid, 
and in 1873 heavy assessments were paid for 
property destroyed by mob violence. An at- 
tempt has been made to show that all of the 
men killed were American citizens and had 
all withdrawn their allegiance to 
the King of Italy. In proof of this 
the correspondence of the Italian 
Consul here with Baron Fava and Mr. Blaine, 
is brought forth. In December the Consul 
complained of the manner in which the pris- 
oners were treated and the answer was made 
that the American authorities should be in- 
voked, asthe prisoners were all American 
citizens. The only ones supposed to have 
been Tallady citizens were Monasterio, 
Traini and«M@archesi, all of whom were 
buried by the city in the Potters’ Field with- 
out any ceremony. 

The Recorder of Voters asserts that allof 
the men killed are on the voting Usts and 
voted. 


COMMENTS OF THE PRESS. 


THE DENVER PAPERS AND PUBLIC UPHOLD THE 
NEW ORLEANS LYNCHING. 

DENVER, Colo., March 17.—Both press and 
public uphold the New Orleans lynching. The 
Republican yesterday morning sald editorially: 

Mr. Blaine is a clear headed man. We do not be- 
lieve he will make a mistake in this case. We are 
confident that, shall it become necessary, he will give 
the Italian Government to very distinctly understand 
that American people render no satisfaction to for- 
eign nations for punishing subjects who murder 
Americans, and that no distinction will be made in 
this case. If the Italian Government should not be 
satisfied with thisit would be given the liberty to 
seek whatever other redressit might be pleased to 
look for. If Italian residents of this conntry make 
too much fuss they may find still further occasion for 
asking satisfaction. 

The Rocky Mountain News, Colorado Sun and 
Times coincide with the views expressed by 
the Republican, Denver Italians are very 
wisely keeping quiet.

JUDGE COWING’S VIEWS. 


HE STATES THEM IN AN ITALIAN ATTEMPTED 
MURDER CASE. 

New Yor«K, March 17.—Thomas Nuccio, an 
Italian barber of First avenue and Thirty- 
fourth street, was tried yesterday in the 
General Sessions Court before Judge Cowing 
for shooting Frank Clement, an Italian bar- 
ber. But the case, like most cases of assault 
where Italians are concerned in this city, 
was so filled with conflicting and contradic- 
‘tory statements that Assistant District At- 
torney McIntyre abandoned the prosecu.- 
tion and asked Judge Cowing to advise the 
jury to acquit. 

‘‘I~m compelled to agree with the Dis- 
trict Attorney,’’ said Judge Cowing, ‘‘as to 
the course he has taken. It is a deplorable 
fact that all through this counify, these 
people, who come here for an asylum and to 
enjoy our hospitalities, givé the police au- 
thorities a great deal oftrouble. They, as a 
rule, carry deadly weapons and are ready to 
use them on the slightest pretext, and some- 
times for no reason that would be satisfac- 
factory to the minds of Americans. There 
have been cases tried in these courts where 
murder was done upon the slightest imagin- 
able grounds. For instance, in this case 
there does not. appear to have been 
any reason why the defendant should 
have shot the complainant.’ But experience 
has taught us here that that is not 
to be wondered at in an Italian case. In this 
case there is a perfect tangle ofcontradic- 
tions. Nor is that surprising in an Italian 
case. They come here, on both sides of the 
case, witha tremendous array of witnesses 
on both sides, and frequently every witness 
contradicts each other flatiy, and it is next to 
impossible for the court or jury to come to 
any rational conclusion. It ig not my desire 
to discriminate against any people. There 
are undoubtedly good Italians as there are 
good Americans. Butthereisno doubt that 
many of the Italians have not learned that 
they are now among a law-abiding people, 
and that they must restrain their violent 
passions and keep their hot Southern 
blood = cool. The criminal judges of 
this county bave for several years realized 
that the crimes of violence among Italians in 
this city are increasing, and that itis getting 
to be a serious menace tothe peace and dig- 
nity of this community. They have deemed 
it their duty on other occasions to denounce 
from the bench this growing evil, and I deem 
itmy duty todosonow. Inthecase at bar 
there was undoubtedly afree fightamonga 
lot of Italians atan hour inthe evening of 
Feb. 12, when that partof thecity where it 
occurred is thronged. Many shots were ex- 
changed, and the lives of innocent passers by 
were in danger.’’

MASS-MEETING AT SAN FRANCISCO. 

San FRANCISCO; March 17.—Intense excite- 
ment prevailsin the Italian colony of this 
city over the New Orleans lynching. While 
all denounce the actionof the New Orleans 
people inthe strongest terms, the general 
feelingis that only dignified and deliberate 
action should be taken by the colony. A call 
for a mass-meeting to be held to-night has 
been issued, Two local Italian papers de- 
mand reparation and express the utmost 
confidence in Secretary Blaine. The police 
state that the Mafia once flourished in this 
city and its members terrorized the Italian 
residents by robbery and assassinations. The 
society was finally brokenup by the police 
and but few members are now in the city. 

THE CHICAGO ITALIANS. 

CHICAGO, Tll., March 17.—The committee of 
seven appointed by the meeting of Italians 
held here on Sunday evening have sent a dis- 
patch to New Orleans testifying their sympa- 
thy with the colony of their compatriots 
there, and also one of adherence to the re- 
monstrances ofthe mass-meeting in New 
York. Dr. Volini, Chairman of the meeting, 
has received the following telegram: 


It was utterly impossible for me to quell or check 
the furious massacre. Itis pretended that justice 


will be accorded us. CORTE 
Italian Consul, New Orleans. 

Itis claimed by the Italians here that Con- 
sul Corte called upon Gov.Nicholls for protec- 
tion for the endangered men before the 
lynching took place, but the Governor told 
him it was a matter for municipal action and 
referred him to Mayor Shakespeare, who 
could not be found. 

TALK OF WAR. 

PITTSBURG, Pa. ,March 17.—Twelve Italians, 
composing a committee, passed through 
here yesterday en route to Washington to see 
President Harrison, Secretary Blaine and the 
Italian Minister. Pagsquel jCorile, the spokes- 
man, said the Italians would demand rep- 
aration, the punishment of the men who 
killed the Sicilians and indemnities to the 
families. If thisis not done they would de- 
mand thatthe Italian Government compel 
it. Italy, he said, had 180 war ships and 
could ruin the American Coast. If the Italian 
Goverment would not compel it, anarmy of 
Italians would assemble in New Orleans 
which would effectually avenge the murder, 

**] believe in revenge,’’ hesaid.’’ The 
Italians are revengeful when angry and we 
are terribly angry.’’ 

ITALIANS IN FANEUIL HALL. 

Boston, Mass., March 17.—The Italian citi- 
zens of Boston have secured permission to 
hold a mass meeting to-night in Faneuil Hall. 
This is the first time a body offoreigners have 
ever been permitted to meet inthe Cradle of 
Liberty. There are 5,000 Italians in Boston, 
and they denounce the New Orleans episode 
most bitterly, declaring that it was cold- 
blooded assassination without cause. 

NEW ORLEANS ITALIANS QUIET. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., March 17.—It is not like- 
ly that the Italians here will hold a meeting 
ortakeany steps to secure redress. They 
have received many telegrams of sympathy 
and many denouncing the conduct of the 
mob. The indignation aroused bythe flying 
of the ltalian and Sicilian flags above the 
American on the day of the trial has sub- 
sided, and Mr. Zucca, inthe Jtalia- Americano, 
says that the proceeding was not intended as 
an insult, but was due entirely tothe exulta- 
tion the foreigners felt at having won the 
trial.

BARON FOVA’S COUNSEL. 

WASHINGTON, D. ©., March 17.—Baron 
Fova has telegraphed the Italian Consul- 
General at New York urging him to counsel 
the Italian colony there to behave in a calm, 
dignified and strictly legal manner, to show 
themselves worthy of their civilized country. 
Similar instructions, it is said, have been 
sent by Baron Fova to all the Italian Consuls 
in the United States. 

Baron de Fava, the Italian Minister, will 
sail for Europe in a fortnight fora visit of 
some length to his family. During his ab- 
sence the Marquis Imperialli will be Charge 
d’ Affaires of the Legation.

Columbus contract, for both left 
for Columbus last night on 
the Ohio & Mississippi train. Baldwin, who 
is the city, learned of Schmelz’s presence 
here and spent the entire day yesterday en- 
deavoring tofind O’Connor. He was unsuc- 
cessful, however ,and went to the Union Depot 
last evening to catch the pair going out on 
the train, 


GOT ON AT EAST 8ST. LOUIS. 

Neither of them put in an appear- 
ance there, for Schmelz took his man over to 
East St. Louis,where both boardea the Ohio & 
Mississippi train, That they got on there and 
went east together is known positively here, 
and it is also positively known that 
O’Connor affixed his signature to another 
Columbus contract before leaving here. 
If he did not yesterday he is 
almost certainto do so at Columbms to- 
day. Itissupposed that the Columbus man- 
agement has agreed to give him an increase 
-of salary over the amount that his first con- 
tract called for. J. Palmer O'Neill 
of the Pittsburg Club had telegraphed 
Baldwin to have O’Connor report 
to Pittsburg for duty, but before 
the twirler could find the  contract- 
vaulting catcher, Manager Schmelz of Colum- 
bus already had Q’Connor in tow. Baldwin 
feels convinced that Jack has jumped Pitts- 
burg and goneto Columbus, O’OConnor fre- 
ceived $500 advance money from Columbus on 
his first contract and $1,000 from Pittsburg.

erences had been fixed up and President Reach 
had requested him to remain and he had 
agreed todoso. The fact of the matter is the 
club expected to secure Comiskey and wanted 
todrop Wright.

by a Whirlwind—A Family Poisoned— 
Terrific Mine Explosion—Numerous 
Mishaps. 


VINEYARD HAVEN, Mass., March 17.--United 
State tug Triana , ashore at Cuttihunk, will 
become a total loss. The wrecking agent who 
returned from last evening re- 
ports the steamer fast going to pieces. When 
he left there her houses and upper works 
were coming ashore. Her stern apparently 
rests upon the rocks with her bow standing 
downward. She had four marine divers on 
board when stranded,'and their diving ap- 
paratus is now aboard the wreck. A violent 
southwest wind blew all day yesterday bring- 
ing in a heavy ocean swell, mak- 
ing it extremely rough where the 
wrecked Government vessel lay. Nothing 
has as yet been saved from the Galena, the 
weather not permitting the wrecking lighters 
to work alongside. The Boston Tow-boat 
Co.’s wrecking lighter and apparatus are 
harbored at Tarpaulin Cove awaiting the 
first favorable opportunity to get to Gayhéad. 
The chances are still considered favorable for 


floating the tug Nina. Lieut. Commanders 


Bicknell has received orders to transfer the 
crews to the nearest available port and will 
probably send them by tug to Newport as 
soon as the weather moderates. Tele- 
graphic communication with the main land 
from Vineyard Haven ceased early last 
evening. 


The Disabled Italia. 


*, ) New Yor«, March 17.—Up to sundown last 
Aoight nothing had been heard of the disabled 
steamer Italia, which was reported by the 
steamers La Bourgogne and the Lord Gough 
as having been spoken, disabled by a broken 
shaft, atsea. Early yesterday morning RE. J. 
Curtis, the general passenger agent of the 
Hamburg-American Line, received a telegram 
from the tug Gladiator of the Merritt Wreck- 
ing Co., that had put into Newport on ac- 
count of heavy weather, saying that the tug, 
which left this port Sunday noon in search of 
the Italia, went 100 miles east of Sandy Hook 
and had failedto find her, but would start 
again uponthe search as soon as she could 
come up. At the office of the Hamburg- 
American Line it is believed that the strong 
westerly gales which have been blowing for 
the past two days have blown the Italia 
outto sea. They believe that she will be 
picked up by some tramp or regular line 
freight steamer and towed into port within 
the next twenty-four hours. They say that 
none of the regular liners would abandon her 
if she was in danger, but as long as she f~ not 
they will tow her in. - They have no fears of 
her safety. The Italia on this trip carried no 
passengers, but has aboard of her a crew of 
about sixty officers and men. Her sail power 
is limited and although she isa four mast- 
er, under the most favorable circumstances 
she could proceed only slowly under sail.One 
thing is certain, that should a heavy storm 
come up she would become utterly unman- 
ageble and in all probability would be lost. 


A Family Poisoned. 

CHICAGO, l1ll., March 17.—James H. Bon- 
hart, wife and two children, living at 38722 
Shields avenue, were all taken violently ill 
last evening, probably from some poison in 
their victuals. Some canned beef which 
they had for dinner was given to a dog, but 
failed to have any bad effect upon him. Por- 
tions of all the eatables which comprised the 
dinner were fed to animals, but with no re- 
sult. Thefamily are suffering greatly, but 
the doctors cannot yet say whether any of 
them wil] die or not. They were also unable 
to determine what caused the poisoning. 


Caught by a Whirlwind. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa.,March 17.—While James 
Pollock and son wereridingin a carriage 
from Dallas yesterday they were overtaken 
by a whirlwind and the men and carriage 
were lifted bodily and carried some distance 
and thrown against the trees. Each of them 
weighed above 200 pounds. They were badly 
injured. The whirlwind was confined to a 
narrow compass and did no other damage. 


An Engineer Eilled, 

SEDALIA, Mo., March 17.—A switch engine 
wasrun into byafreight engine at Otter- 
ville, twelve miles east of Sedalia, early this 
morning and demolished. Kngineer Chedell 
of the switch engine was instantly killed. He 
lived at Otterville. 


A Terrific Mine Explosion. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., March 17.—Aspecial from 
Ashland, Pa., says: A terrific mine explosion 
occurred near here to-day. Two men were 
blown to atoms, another fatally injured and 
others seriously hurt. 


A Day’s Mishaps.

A TRAMP’S BREAK, 


Shot Dead While Crossing the Bridge at 
St. Charles. 


JIM HILL, THE WATCHMAN, CLAIMS TO 
HAVE ACTED IN SELF-DEFENSE. 
. 


A Protest Against the Sentence of Death 
Against the Pittsburg Strikers—Capt. 
Lyall’s Murderer Sentenced to Hang— 
The Ferguson Poisoning Case — Mrs. 
Wigginston Strung Up by a Mob. 


ST. CHARLES, Mo., March 17.—A tramp was 
shot in the neck and instantiy killed by the 
Wabash bridge watchman, Wim Hill, at 8 
o’clock this morning, about half-way up the 
East approach. Capt. Hill, father of the 
young watchman, had trouble with this same 
tramp at 6' o’clock and warned his son 
against him when he went on duty. 
Itisin violation of the railroad company’s 
order to allow foot traffic across this bridge, 
anda warning sign is at each end of the 
bridge, and the duty of the watchman 
is to turn back any person not in 
the employ ofthe company. This unknown 
tramp had nearly reached the spans when 
young Hill shouted ‘‘Go back!’’ This the 
tramp refused to do, but proceeded until half 
way to the end and sat down,saying he would 
move no farther. After a few words 
with the watchman, the tramp got up and 
moved on, but suddenly pulled his hands 
from within his pockéts and turned upon 
young Hill, who was only a step behind him. 
Hill thought his movement meant 
Barm to him and shot him with 
his pistol, which he carried in his left 
hand. Young Hill is the lad who, three years 
ago, fellfromthis bridge, eighty feet tothe 
ground. As the tramp had been wun- 
ruly and threatening to Hill and his 
father he acted only in_ self-defense. 
Returning home he told his father 
and then gave himself up to Sheriff Schneider, 
The St. Louis County officials have been noti- 
filed and will hold the inquest this evening. 
It is learned the night operator at Bridgeton 
had trouble with this same tramp last night. 
The dead man is over five feet and weighs 
about 140 pounds,is about 26 years old and 
much larger than Hil. 


A Desperate Murderer Captured. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., March 17.—R. J. 
Rogers, or Scott, the mulatto desperado, who 
is wanted in New York by Inspector Byrnes 
for murder, is in jail here, after having 
shot two men and created a_ great 
excitement on Bay street, where he fired 
furiously into the pursuing crowd. When the 
ferry boat landed with the St. Augustine pas- 
sengers an effort was made to arrest Rogers, 
but drawing two revolvers he fired right and 
left and fied up into the street, followed by 
shots from the officers’ pistols. Hundreds of 
citizens joined the posse and the negro was 
chased for several blocks, . dozens 
of shots being exchanged. Oonstable Price 
and a negro boy who ran in front 
of Rogers were badly wounded. Finally 
Rogers sought the riverand dove under the 
steamer’s guards, where he defied arrest, but 
was at length captured. He narrowly es- 
caped violence from the crowd and wags 
hurried to jail. 


The Convicted Strikers. | 

CnrcaGco, Ill., March 17.—The verdict of 
capital punishment given by the Pittsburg 
jury against the three strikers, Andrew Todt, 
George Russneck and Mitchell Sabat for the 
murder of Michael Quinn, who had taken the 
place of one of the strikers, has stirred up the 
workingmen of Chicago, and was the oc- 
casion for a meeting last night at which dele- 
gates from several labor organizations were 
present. Some flery speeches were made, 
particularly by theGerman delegates, and 
the statement that ‘‘the capitalistic power 
would not be permitted to trample on the 
head of honest labor’’ was vigorously dp- 
plauded, Somecooler speeches placed the 
question in a different light. In one it was 
said: 

It is not a question between capital and labor, but a 
question as to whether three innocent men shall. 
hangod for the crime of another. Passion will not 
do. The yand lik Ipen must come out of this meet- 
ing calmly and like men protest against the execution 
of this verdic 

It was decided to hold a mass-meeting of 
united labor April Sat Battery Dor Second 
Regiment Armory for the purpose of formally 
protesting against the verdict of the Pitts- 
burg jury. 


Oapt. Lyall’s Murderer Sentenced. 

LIVERPOOL, March 17.—Bherghwar, the 
Malay sailor who murdered Capt. Lyall of the 
ship Buckingham, fouror five months ago, 
has been sentenced to death. The ship was 
bound from Dundee to New York at the time 
ofthe murder. The captain, a young Scotch- 
man, who had been recently married and 
had his wife aboard the ship, was fatally 
stabbed in his cabin. The body was buried at 
sea and the murderer, on the arrival of the 
ship at New York on Dec. 8, was handed over 
to the authorities. 


Other Crimes. 

The will of the late Nicholas T. Eaton, who 
killed himself, or was killed Tuesday night 
near Westport, Mo., was probated yesterday. 
It was dated only last week, and it is said 
that a man answering his description bought 
a revolver ata second-hand store in Kansas 
City, Kan., three days before the shooting, 
indicating that Mr. Eaton committed suicide, 
although his relatives c’aim that he was mur- 
dered for money.

A DOOMED MONUMENT. 


It is about time to quit asking Demo- 
cratic Congressmen if the old quorum rule 
will be re-established when the new House 
méets next December. They invariably 
answer yes and the pretense that there is 
any doubt about the unanimity and en- 
thusiasm with which they will do it is 
avery feeble sham. The rule that a ma- 
jority of all the members-elect shall record 
their votes for a measure before it can pass 
either house, on a call of the yeas and 
nays, is embodied in all the later and bet- 
ter State constitutions, and if Congress 
should propose it, every Democratic Leg- 
islature would vote to ratify such an 
amendment to the Federal constitution. 

The old quorum rule never once in the 
whole history of Congress prevented a 
majority from passing any measure or 
defeated a good one. All it ever enabled 
an opposing minority to do was to compel 
the majority to be present and show a 
majority on a call of the yeas and nays. 
The wholéand only effect of the Reed rule 
was to render the call of the yeas and nays 
ineffectual as a bar to minority legislation. 
It was simply a new-fangled device to 
enable the Speaker and his committees to 
pass measures which did not command the 
solid strength of his own party. It was 
for this and this alone that the new rule 
gave him the right to include the non- 
voting opponents of a measure in the count 
by which he declared it passed when mem- 
bers of the majority refused to vote for it. 

Every session of Congress has illustrated 
the evils of minority legislation, because 
important measures can be passed by a 
small fraction of the members even under 
the old rule when the yeas and nays afe 
not ordered. It is but an occasional check 
upon what more modern State constitu- 
tions have entirely abolished. In a House 
containing 830 members no needed legisla- 
tion favored by 166 of them can be de- 
feated under the old rule, and the country 
is much more likely to suffer than to be 
benefited by the passage of measures that 
cannot command the affirmative votes of a 


majority of the people’s representatives.

AN EXPLODED THEORY. 


There has long been a widespread im- 
pression that the American woman is a 
delicate, fragile creature with a minimum 
of flesh and blood and a maximum of nerves.

COURT LAW AND MOB LAW. 


Articles justifying mobs in lynching men 
who havé been tried and acquitted by the 
courts and juries of the country plainly 
assume and assert that outside public opin- 
ion formed from newspaper reports of the 
evidence isa better and mofe competent 
tribunal than courts and juries. 

If the latter are so notoriously corrupt 
and weak, why tolerate them at all? Why 
not abolish them altogether? We force 
men to serve on juries against their will; 
put them under a solemn oath to do justice, 
and compel them to attend to a laborious 
investigation. Why do this, if their ver- 
dict is to stand only when it 
tallies with the hastily and _ irre- 
sponsibly formed impressions of peo- 
ple who have not tried the case at 
all? Why compel the accused to undergo 
the expense and torture of a trial in the 
courts, if a verdict acquitting them is to be 
immediately reversed by an angry mob 
acting as accuser, judge and executioner? 

No gloss can hide the fact that every 


effort to justify appeals from the courts to 


mob vidlence, is made in avowed contempt 
for courts and laws, and is in effect a 
thinly disguised attempt to justify the 
very essence of anarchy and crime under 
the false pretense of a reverent regard for 
law and order and justice.

THE PEOPLE'S FORUM. 


Explanation From Vincenzo Scalzo. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your editions of the 15th and 16th insts., 
in your report of the killing of the Italians at 
New Orleans, you report what purport 
to be interviews with me. In this connection 
you report me as saying things 
which I never uttered. I speak the 
English language very poorly and  indis- 
tinctly, and tothis I attribute the mistakes 
made by your reporter. I know you would 
not intentionally do mean injustice, and in 
order that the false impression which has 
gone abroad with reference tothe statements 
which it is claimed were made by me, may be 
corrected, I beg that you will print the fol- 
lowing statement, which ts what I really said 
to your reporter, but which no doubt was 
misunderstood by him. 

It is a matter of no small moment to me, as 
Iam very extensively engaged inthe South- 
ern trade, and it will do me irreproable dam- 
age, unlessIlam properly placed before the 
people, 

Isaid that Iknew Chief Hennessy; Knew 
him well, loved him and deplored his death. 
He was my faithful friend and 
I naturally desired to see those 
who wefe guilty of’ his murder brought 
to justice, and Iso expressed myselfto your 
reporter. The other statements reported as 
made by me with reference to Chief Hennessy 
are correct. 

I knew nothing of the guilt or innocence of 
those charged with thecrime, and on the 
subject I said nothing. Let me emphatically 
say that I never at any i time, 
said that **some of those 
men were very bad, the worst of the criminal 
classes, but notallofthem were so. There 
are hundreds of men there who should be put 
out ofthe way and are nothing but a source 
of danger.’’ 

I cannot imagine how I could have been un- 
derstood as has been reported, unless it isas 
I have said that I speak the English language 
50 imperfectly. How could I speak of a case, 
wherein I was not acquainted with the 
facts, in the smallest particular? How could 
I speak of menwho I had never known? 
Werelto suggest that ‘‘hundreds of men 
should be put out of the way,’’ 
I would be enunciating a doctrine which I 
have condemned. Iam an American citizen— 
true, one by adoption, but be that as 
it may, no one is more de- 
voted the institutlons of § the 
country. I could not approve ofthe violation 
of the law in any instance, be the offenders 
high or low, and these were the sentiments I 
sought to express to your reporter. 

Isaidifthere were men in New Orleans 
who were not deserving of citizenship they 
should be sent away from the 
city. I never said that you could 
hife men in that city to kill a man 
for $1,000 or any other price. I may have 
said that there might be men ofthat kind in 
New Orleans, but the same was true of other 
large cities, not only inthis country, but as 
well also in the old world. 

As truly asl d@pplored the death of Ohief 
Hennessy, dol deplore the death ofthe un- 
fortunate fellows who were killed last Satur- 
day, andespecially amI afflicted because of 
the sorrow that has been brought on the fam- 
ily of Macheea. 

The Italians of New Orleans and elsewhere 
must not be condemned as a class for the fail- 
ings ofa few ofthem. I can point with pride 
to the great business establishments of New 
Orleans, especially those engaged in the fruit 
trade, as illustrations of what Italians have 
done andcando. These establishments area 
credit to our country. 

In attaining this pusition this same Macheca 
family has played no small part. Joseph 
P Macheca, one of those who 
was killed, was a man of good 
heart, I know this from my personal 
experience with him. His brothers, John 
and Marc, are men of large business inter- 
ests, and are in every way eminently respect- 
able, and have in no small degree been in- 
strumental in building up the commerce and 
trade of this country. 

With the assistance of an interpreter I have 
been enabled to prepare this card, and I beg 
you to publish it. spectfully,

‘*Though the Irish race has been insulted 
and cursed by the presence of victorious 
armies for more than onethousand years, let 
us hope that she will always stand up for the 
faith that has so long been her mainstay in 
private life and affairs of state, St. Patrick 
s0 thoroughly inculcated his doctrines that 
for 1,000 years they have withstood all the on- 
slaughts that have been made upon them by 
foreign powers. Let us femember St. Patrick 
for his accomplishments.

He converted the whole of 
the Irish race in less time than it sometimes 
takes to convert one man at the present 
time. The brave hearts from Erin in 
this country, beat in sympathy with those 
across the ocean, and when the time comes 
we Irish- Americans will do our duty to the 
isle which St. Patrick giorified.’’

The Dying Man’s Last Hours—The United 
Strength of Four Men Required to Hold 
Him Down in His Bed—The Life and 
Career of the Dead Prince—His Relig- 
ious Ministrations. 


Rome, March 17.—After reading a telegram 
from Pere Hyacinthe, which said: 
DEAR FRIEND—Wée all pray for you.

Prince Napoleon remarked: ‘‘When the mo- 
ment arrives I shall be quite ready. My con- 
sciefice is perfectly safe.’’ 

KING HUMBERT HIS CONFIDENT. 

Prince Jerome Napoleon, after dismissing 
all the other distinguished visitors who called 
upon him yesterday, probably for the last 
time, confided to King Humbert his last 
wishes. The Prince has decidedly rejected 
any formal religiou8 ministrations. The 
united strength of four men is required to 
keep the dying Prince in bed and his cries 
caused by the pain he suffers, are audible in 
the street. Prince Napoleon has left his me- 
moirs and his entire correspondence in the 
hands of Mr. Frederick Mason.

Prince Napoleon, Joseph Charles Paul Bona 
le was a cousin of Emperor Napoleon 

Il., and was the second son of 
Jerome Napoleon by the latter’s 
second wife, Princess Fredertka of Wurtem- 
burg. He was bornat Trieste Sept. 9, 1822. 
He spent his boyhood days at este and 
Vienna, and afterward traveled alittle. In 
1845 he obtained permission to visit Paris un- 
der the name Coit of Montfort, but 
on account of intrigues with extreme 
Democrats he was soon compelled to leave. 
After the revolution of pore 1848, he re- 
turned to Paris and was electe by the Corst- 
cans the Constituent Assembly, in 
which he becati a leader of the 
Mountain or extreme Republican party. 
Later his views undérwent & change and he 
was appointed Minister nen! See a | to 
Spain, but was recalled for having quitted his 
post without authority. 

On Dec. 28, 1853, hé was made a French 

rince, was givenaseat in the Senate and 
council of State, was decorated with the 
grand cross of thé Legion of Honor and made 
a General of Division. : 

In 1854 he was dubbed Plon-Plon by a Par- 
isian journalist apropos of his sudden retire- 
ment from the. Crimea and the 
name stuck to him ever after- 
ward. He was in command of an 
infantry division at the battles of Alma and 
Inkermann. Suddenly, on anh excuse of ill 
heaith, he returned home. 

He was said to have furnished the

council of war which decide 
on the Crimean expedition and upon the con- 
duct of the expedition. He was in disgrace 
over this for some little time. The pamphiet 
had a large underground Circulation in 
France, where it was condemned by the Gov- 
ernment, end was extensively circulated out 


of France. 

Prince Napoleon in 1855 was President of the 
Imperial Ommission of the Universal 
Exposition and worked very hard 
for its success, He recavered his 
position at court and was in June, 1858, 
placed at the head of the new ministry for 
Algiers and the colonies, The job did not suit 
him or he did not suitthe job and several 
months later he resigned. 

On Jan. 30, 1859, he married a sister of King 
Humbert of Italy, a daughter of Victor 
Emmanuel, the Princess Clotilde. Two sons 
were born to them, Napoleon Victor Jerome 
Frederick, born July 18, 1862, and Napoleon 
Louis Joseph Jerome, born July 46, 1864, and 
one daughter, Marie Letitia Eugenie Catherg 
ine Adelaide, born Dec. 20, 1866. 

In 186i the buc d@’Aumaie challenged hit 
fora speech he had made in the Senate re- 
flecting on the Orleans family. e declined 
to fight, and for years after Plon-plon’s 
cowardice was a provérb in Paris. 

Ih 1865 he fell into disgrace again. He said 
some things in a speech at the unveiling of a 
statue of Napoleon I. in Corsica that the hm- 
neror (Napoleon III.) did not approve of. He 
was reprimanded publicly and resigned all of 
his appointments. 

Later he obtained great influence over the 
Emperor and brought about an infusion 
of liberalism into the ministry. In 1861 Plon- 
plon visited America with other Frenchmen 
attracted by the war, but he did 
not join either army. Fighting was 
never in Plon-plon’s line. He traveled a great 
deal in Europeeven before the fall of the em- 
pire. He went to Italy at the outbreak of the 
war with Prussia to obtain Victor Emmanuel’s 
assistance, but failed. After the fall of the 
Empire he lived a few months in Brusseis 
and then wentto England. in September, 
1872, he ventured into France and on th 
was banished. In May, 1873, he obtained per- 
mission to return. e endeavored without 
success to organize a party in opposition to 
that composed of the adherefits of the Em- 
press Bugenie and her son. In 1876 he be- 
came a candidate in the arron- 
disement of accio against M. Rouher. 
He was strohg opposed by the Bona- 

artists and Rouher was declared elected. 

e chambers invalidated the election and on 
a second ballot Plon-Plon was elected. The 
following year he was defeated in Ajaccio by 
Baron aussman. His son Victor was 
named in the will of the Prince Imperial 
successor to the Bonapartist claim on the 
throne of France, Prince Napoleon attended 
the funeral at Chiselhurst, but was not ré- 
ceived by the Empress. For three years aft- 
erward he was silent. Then 
cated a renewal of rescription gainst 
ehurches.

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SLOSSON WILL ACCEPT. 


HE AGREES TO ALLOW SCHAEFER EX- 
PENSES TO PLAY HIM, 


But Wants the Stake Retluced—Young 
Mitchéll Allowed $2,000 by the Oali- 
fornia Club—Racing and Sporting News 
in General. 


New York, March 17.—George Franklin 
‘Slosson came out yestérday with a most un- 
mistakable and spunky answer to the an- 
nouncement issued by Champion Jacob 
Schaefer in Chicago On Sunday, Schaefer 
said in hig atinouncemént that hé would play 
Slosson in New York City if allowed $250 ex- 
penses, and that he had deposited $100 for a 
match with Frank Ives at the 14-inch balk 
line against Slosson. 

Slosson said last night: 

‘‘I deposited my money of March 12, with 
the Brunswick-Balke-Collend@éer Co., uncon- 
ditionally accepting Sch aefer’s proposition. 
Consequently that part of the business - is 
settled. This match was to be played hbe- 
tween April 20and May 2. Sofar as Ives is 
concerned, I want to say that I will not play 
for $100 a side; but if Schaefer or any other 
friend of Ives deposits $250 tomake it worth 
while I will play Ives 800 points up for $500 
a side, ten or fifteen days after 
the match with Sthaéfér for the 
world’s championship. It is to 
be distinctly understood, however, that as 
the announcement appears to be made for 
Schaefer and Ives jointly, my acceptance { 
to govern both games. Iwill play both of 
them, or not play at all. I want to play Ives 
and not Schaefer.’’ Slosson said that he was 
unable to fully understand Schaefer’s posi- 
tion. When he first heard from him, Schaefer 
had sdid that he would playin New York if 
his backer, Mr. Richard Roche, was willing. 
Mr. Roche insisted that the match should be 
made for $2,500aside ifistead of $500 a side, 
and that brought things to a standstill for 
the time being. 

Mr. Roché is fond of playing for big stakes 
‘, pon all occasions and is, doubtless, perfectly 
# unconscious of the fact that the position he 
then assumed was really detrimental to the 
interests of billiards here. It is a fact, 
though,that there will not be a big 
tourney for which all the professionals 
are anxious, until afiother match is played 
for the world’s championship emblem. §&los- 
s0n wants to play forhisown money ex- 
Clusively, and does not desire any friend to 
run the risk of losing money by putting up 
the rest of the stake that Dick Roche is 
anxious to play for. When it is recalled that 
Slosson’s Offer to pay Schaefer’s expenses of 
$250 to secure a meeting in New York, makes 
him really wager $750 to $250 on the result, he 
ought to be credited with having made ample 
recompense to Schaefer for his kindness in 
playing in New York instead of Chicago. Slos- 
son cannot possibly leave his business to go 
to Chicago. 

Mr. A. F. Troéscher, who has done more for 
billiards in the last decade than any other 
enthusiast inthe country, supports Slossoa 
in his desire to play a match in whioh he 
alone will be personally interested in the 
stake. He agrees with Slosson, that if 
matches were made for comparatively small 
sums there would be more good matchés and 
billiardists would be spared the necessity of 
chasing around after backers. 

The hope has been expressed by many ama- 
teurs that Mr. Roche will alter his determina- 
tion to insist that the main stake shall be 
$2,500a side. These billiard lovérs argue that 
it would De allthe same to Mr. Roche if an 
outsider, who admired Slosson, made 
Aa side bet with him for that 
amount. Rochehas always been loyal to 
Schaefer, and many of his friends assert that 
rather than standin the way of a tourney 
that would finally benefit all players, he 
will consent to make this arrangement, more 
particularly as Schaefer himself is anxious 
to play Slossonand is confident, apparently, 
of defeating him again. He made $2,500 by 
winningthe December match for the em- 
blem.

THEY WILL HOLD ANOTHER CONFERENCE 
BEFORE DEFINITELY DECIDING. 


Progress of the Citizens Municipal Cam- 
paign—The Independents Go Into Court 
to Back Up Their Cause—Democratic 
Primary Election To-Morrow—Close of 
the Registration—Political News. 


‘‘Willwerun? Well, thatis still an open 
gquestion,’’ said Mr. Hammerstein,one of the 
Republican Council nominees, this morning. 
Mr. Hammerstein ts one of the three Republl- 
cans placed on the ticket to help out Comfort, 
Vogel and Grassmuck. Mr. Hammerstein 
continuing said: ‘*Messers. Ripley, Haynes, 
and myself have given the matter some con- 
sideration, and Iexpect that we will be able 
toanhounce our decision inside of twenty- 
four hours.’’ Last evening there was 
a conference in which Messrs. _ Rip- 
ley, Haynes and Hammerstein were the -prin- 
cipal figures. They met to discuss 
the question whether or not they 
should accept the nominations. Late in the 
afternoon they were informed in an 
official way by Maj. Pearce, who 
served as chairman of the Turner Hall 
convention, that they had been nominated. 
They had been looking for wnat they termed 
*- official information’’ and they got it. 

THEY HELD A CONFERENCE. 

Then they decided that a conference was in 
order, and they proceeded to hold one. 
They discussed the matter and ad- 
journed without reaching any definite 
conclusion, though two of them were dis- 
posed to the view that they ought to accept. 
Mr. Hammerstein was one of 
the two and he expressed the 
opinion that they could not very well afford 
to shirk the call that had been made by 
the Republican party.

The 
Republican leaders gave it out to-day 
that they would run and that there would be 
no occasion for the Republican Committee to 
fillany vacancies.

Who Nominated Them? © 


**‘Who nominated this ticket?’’ 

Probably every one connected with the In- 
dependent movement answers that question 
ten timesa day. Itis asked continually and 
under the old system it would be a pertinent 
inquiry, but the adoption of the Australian 
law renders it necessary for those who are 
familiar with the law and its provisions. 
Recognizing at the time that party rule and 
machine control were obnoxious and fore- 
seeing a revolt against political dictation, 
the framers of the law provided how the par- 
ties should nominate their candidates and 
then made other provisions for the people to 
nominate candidates regardless of party. 
Under this law any voters to the num- 
ber of 1 per cent of the entire 
vote cast at the preceding general 
election, may nominate a candidate to any 
office, and all that is necessary is to have the 
attested signatures to a nominating certifi- 
cate equal in number tol percent of the last 
vote. The Independent candidates for the 
Council were nominated by the 1,087 voters 
who signed the petition which was printed 
in the papers last Sundaya weekago. It was 
only mecessary to have had 480 names, 
as the entire vote polled at the No- 
vember election was something less 
than 48,000, but desiring to show how 
willingly the citizens would support the In- 
dependent ticket, more than 1,000 names 
were secured, and these men whose signa- 
tures appeared nominated the ticket. The 
orignal petition, signed by 1,087 of them with 
the notarial attestation to each signature, 
was filed with Recorder Carlisle and that com- 
pleted the official form of nominating. The 
petitions are still in circulation, however, for 
the purpose of securing the signatures of 
persons who favor the movement. 
They contain all told about 8,000 
names and since the Republican nominations 
a number of Republicans who had held off be- 
fore, waiting to see whether the party would 
put up a decent ticket, have sent to the In- 
dependent headquarters for petitions. They 
were warned by the Independents that their 
party would pu@up some good men to be 
slaughtered and some boodiers to win and 
the warning has come true. Its fulfill- 
ment has been sufficient to swell the 
ranks of the Independents immensely. The 
canvassers now are met by Democrats, who 
say: ‘‘Come around the day after the con- 
vention,’’ which means thatif the Demo- 
cratic machine grinds out the same kind of a 
ticket the Republican machine did they will 
be Independent. The withdrawal of Messrs. 
Haynes, Ripley and Hammerstein from the 
ticket will leave the Central Committee ina 

»~Mace if those gentlemen decide 
otto accept the nominations. The com- 
mittee will then have to search for men to 
fill their places. If they decide that they will 
notrunona ticket with Messrs. Comfort, 
_ Vogel and Grasmuck, it is hardly probable 
that any equally prominent men will accept 
the places and the committee will have no 
alternative but to putupa straight machine 
ticket through and through.

Improving Grand Avenue — Suggestions 
for Enlarging Tower Grove Park. 


Contractors have commenced grading Grand 
avenue from Arsenal street north along the 
east front of Tower Grove Park to Shaw ave- 
nue, and when the street has been prepared 
it is to be fully improved with Telford pave- 
ment and granitoid walks on the same plan 
as Lindell boulevard. This will prove to be 
a very beneficial improvement to the section. 
The commencement of the work revives

A DISTILLERY ROW. 


STOCKHOLDERS OF THE CASS AVENUE 
CO, ASK FOR A RECEIVER. 


They Claim That Mrs. Margaretha Boll- 
man, the Treasurer, and Her Husband, 
the President, Have Mismanaged and 
Ruined the Company—In the Courts. 


John Bohnenkamp, Thos. McCabe and John 
T. McCabe this morning applied to the Cir- 
cult Court for the appointment of a receiver 
for the Cass Avenue Distillery Co. The plain- 
tiffs, Bohnenkamp, owned twenty shares 
of the company’s stock; Thomas, Mc- 
Cabe, eleven shares and J. T. McCabe four 
shares. They make the corporation and the 
following stockholders defendants: August 
Bollman, who holds thirty shares; Margar- 
etha Bollman, who holds fifty-nine shares; 
Henry C. Schultz, who holds two shares, and 
Jas. W. Camman, who owns four shares. 
The directors of the corpofation are defend- 
ants, August and Margaretha Bollman, 
Schultz, Camman and plaintiff, McCabe. The 
capital stock is $15,000, divided into 150 shares, 
130 of which are held by the parties to the 
suit. 

The plaintiffs claim that the Bollmans, who 
are husband and wife, have been elected by 
their own votes and those of Schultz and 
Camman to the position of President and 
Treasurer, andassuch managed the affairs 
of said company to their own advantage and 
to the detrimentand injury of said corpora- 
tion and to the detriment and injury of these 
plaintiffs and other stockholders of said cor- 
poration. 

Specifically they charge that Aug. Bollman, 
as president, conveyed by deedjof trust to 
Emil Becker all the property of the corpora- 
tion to secure a debt of $5,000, which convey- 
ance Bollman had no authority tomake. A 
meeting was called to ratify Bollman’s ac- 
tion, anda majority of the stock voted to 
ratify. Subsequently August Bollman caused 
the note secured bythe deed of trust to be 
delivered to his wife, who thereafter 
claimed the sameas her own. At that time 
the capital of the company was but $7,500, 
but subsequently it was increased to $15,000, 
when a resolution was passed in a stock- 
holders’ meeting for the issue of fifty-two 
shares to Margaretha Bollman to take up the 
note. Since that time, Margaretha Bollman 
has voted this stock, but has refused to satisfy 
the deed of trust on the indebtedness secured 
thereby .Margaretha Bollman also holds a note 
of the corporation for $16,616.22, which is said 
to represent money advanced by her. The 
plaintiffs deny that the corporation owes her 
thissum. They claim that the corporation Is 
in debt tothe amount of $25,000, and is hope- 
lessly insolvent. 


A Lobbyist’s Bill. 

In Division No. 56 of the Circuit Court this 
morning the suit of Eugene Slevin against 
George W. Cale, Robert L. Henry, Edwin 
Hayden, Marcus A. Wolff, Joseph T. Dono- 
van, R. M. Jennings and E. L. Buschman was 
on trial. The defendants are the promoters 
of the Newstead avenue railway, and 
the plaintiff is an attorney, a 
former member of the House of 
Delegates, and law partner of Senator Stone. 
Mr. Slevin sued to recover $2,600 for services. 
He alleged that he was employed to prepare 
a draft of an ordinance fora franchise for the 
Newstead Avenue Railway Co. to be intro- 
duced into the Municipal Assembly, ‘‘to take 
charge of the conduct of said ordinance in 
the Municipal Assembly, to advise defendants 
in the premises and to take all needful steps 
and to do all the work necessary for putting 
hthe said Assembly and the committee thereof 
in full possession of all the facts regarding 
the said ordinance.’’ He claims that he gave 
almost his entire time from Oct. 20, 1888, to 
March 12, 1889, to the interests ofthe defend- 
auts in this matter.

EMERSON M’MILLIN RETURNS AND THE 
GAS FIGHT WILL BEGIN. 


The President ofthe Laclede Co. Loaded 
With Facts and Figures to Present to 
the Council—Examinations Postponed— 
City Hall Matters. 


Mr. Emerson McMillin, the President of the 
Laclede Gas-Light Co, has returned from 
New York andthe East where he has been 
investigating thoroughly the fuel-gas sys- 
tems. He has been preparing for the fight 
with the Sellers-Butterworth combination 
which is now before the Municipal 
Assembly asking for a franchise 
to sell illuminating gas at 6% cents 
and fuel gas at 40 cents. The Laclede com- 
pany, represented by Vice-President Thomp- 
son, appeared before the committee and op- 
posed the bill,“andafightis probably on the 
boards. Mr. McMillin has been looking into 
the question very extensively in the East and 
it is said that he is now 
loaded with ammunition to be 
fired at the enemy. The Laclede’s scheme 
is, itis said, tooppose the new company in 
the Assembly, and if it is not successfui there, 
to connect up the old mains of the Water Gas 
Co. and begin at once to supply fuel gas 
under the charter of the Water Gas Co., 
which is now owned by the Laclede. The 
mains have been disconnected ever since that 
company went out of existence, but they can 
be connected again ana tne works put in 
operation, and soif the new company suc- 
ceeds in securing a franchise it will meet in 
the fleld. a competitor whc will have a 
great advantage, since its mains are already 
down, and it is only the work of a few days fo 
begin to supply gas. 

The Committee on Public Improvements of 
the Council held a long session yesterday 
with several members of the Board of Public 
Improvements to consider what is known as 
the Sellers- Butterworth gas bill. The princl- 
pal amendments suggested were in regard to 
the bond required, the terms or cqnditions 


connected with the purchase of the plant j, 


in case the city elected at any time 
to take possession of the works; the provis- 
ions to prevent the new company from sell- 
ing, leasing or transferring the franchises to 
any other company, particularly the La- 
clede; the amount to be paid by the incor- 
porators tothe city treasury; the supervis- 
ion by the Board of Public Improvements over 
the construction of the works and their loca- 
tion -and a few minor matters that did 
not change to aay extent the 
terms or provisions of the original 
draft of the bill. It is understood that the 
advice and suggestions of the members of the 
‘board related mainly to that portion which 
provides forthe plansand general details to 
be submitted to that body before any work 
can be commenced or contracted for. Coun- 
sellor Bell will be asked to give his written 
opinion in regard to some of the legal points 
involved, and the bill will probably not be re- 
ported by the committee until Friday night. 


Granite Macadam. 

-.Last ‘year the predecessor of Supt. Duffy 
of the Street Department made a con- 
tract with Stiefel & Rueckert for twenty-nine 
squares of granite macadam ‘to be used on 
one of the streets, as atest, where the traffic 
is constant: and. heavy. Commissioner Mur- 
phy will havethe trial made on St. Charles 
street, between Twelfth and Thirteenth, and 
considerable care will be used in properly 
placing the stone so thata thorough and 
fair test willbe given the material. Ifthe 
results are satisfactory itis understood that 
other streets will be provided with the same 
class of stone. 


New Work in the Street Department. 

Notice to contractors to commence work on 
the various streets and alleys to be improved 
or reconstructed are now being issued by 
Commissioner Murphy. There are now un- 
der contract twenty-one streets tobe paved 
with telford, eighteen to be paved with gran- 
ite, two with cedar blocks, seventeen streets 
to be graded and twenty-six alleys to be 
graded and improved. The annual contract 
for granitoid sidewalks is inthe hands of 
Jno. J. Steffin andthe sidewalk department 
is now busy sending notices to property own- 
ers of defective sidewalk torepair them orto 
reconstruct with granitoid. The contracts now 
in the hands of the Street Commissioner ag- 
gregate fully $500,000 and their execution will 
give employment toa large number of labor- 
ers and skilled mechanics. Over 100 ordl- 
nances for additional improvements will be 
prepared as soon as the new Municipal 
Assembly convenes. The work in the Street 
Department in ali its divisions is more active 
than it has been for several years past. 


B. P. I. Meeting. 

The Board of Public Improvements held its 
regular meeting at 10 0’clock to-day with all 
the members present. The first thing done 
was to decide that the board would in a body 
accept the invitation to inspect the St. Pat- 
rick’s Day parade this afternoon. 

A batch of Public Improvement bills were 
rushed through and recommended to the 
Assembly, but little business of importance 
was done. 


Street Sprinkling. 


The Sprinkling Department is shaking 
itself into shape and getting down to work. 
The progress made so far in organizing the 
system has been fairly good, although some 
complaints have been heard from outlying 
districts. Tae work under the season con- 
tracts commenced on Sunday and all the 
inspectors were out. 

Supt. Bill Johnson went over a good 
deal of territory this morning with 
Supt. Duffy of the Street Department to get 
an idea of what condition the macadam 
streets were in. All this morning especial 
attention was paidto the route over which 
the parade was to travel later in the day. 


Examinations Postponed. 
This morning Dr. Seward Finney, Secre- 
tary of the Board of Health, was busy send- 
ing out circulars toallof the applicants for 
positions as assistants inthe hospitals nott- 
fying them that the time for the examina- 
tions had been indefinitely postponed. 

Dr. Dudley, the Health Commissioner, had 
set this eveningasthe time for holding the 
examinations, but it was learned that neither 
the Missouri! nor the Beaumont 
Medical colleges would have their graduat- 
ing exercises until some time later. 
This gave out the impression that these two 
colleges were being shut out of chances for 
their graduates totry forthe positions. The 
matter was brought to the attention of the 
Mayor, who requested the Health Commis- 
sioner to postpone the time of examination. 


Quarantine Arrangements. 

Supt. Dan O’Madigan of the Quarantine 
came up to town this morning to consult with 
Dr. Dudley on various matters concerning 
the Quarantine Hospital and the arrange- 
ments for taking care of the patients now 
there. Mr. O’Madigan said that they were 
all very comfortably fixed and that 
the outlook was at present very 
favorable. Since the buildings have 
been rebuilt and ‘refitted with new 
beds and furniture the patients have nothihg 
to complain of except their isolation. A great 
many of the local practitioners have visited 
the Quarantine in the past few days to exam- 
ine and study the cases. Good med- 

ical attendance has been provided 
it is hoped that all 


the patients will pull through nicely. At 10 
o’clock to-day Dr. Priest went to the City 
Hospital to examine three patients who had 
been foratime in the ward with a patient 
now at Quarantine. If these three develop 
into small-pox it will bring the total number 
of cases upto nineteen. It was impossible to 
tell, however, this morning whether these 
three had the disease or not. 


Will Open the Avenue. 


Park Commissioner Klemm ufter a consul- 
tation with the various members of the 
Board of Public Improvements’ has decided 
that it is advisable to reopen for all kinds of 
traffic, Union avenue through Forest Park. 
For three or four years Union avenue has 
been classed with the rest of the driveways 
in the park and no heavy vehicles have been 
permitted to pass over it. This has become a 
great annoyance to teamsters, builders and 
coal dealers, as it necessitated a two-mile 
detour around the park. An ordinance will 
be introduced constituting Union avenue a 
public highway for all classes of traffic and 
over that road all kinds of vehicles will be 
permitted to pass through the park.

_ ~ HARRISON TALKS 


An Interview With the President of 
the United States. 


THE WORK OF THE FIFTY-FIRST CON- 
GRESS CAREFULLY REVIEWED. 


«The Majority Rule the Underlying Prin- 
ciple of Our Constitution—Issues In- 
volved in the the Election Bill—Postal- 
Ship Subsidies—The New Navy—The 
McKinley Bill—Other Public Affairs. 


New YorK, March 17.—The Washington 
correspondent of the Tribune sends to his 
paper the following interview with President 
Harrison which is published to-day: 

Standing upon the rug in front of the open 
fre, with his hands deeply buried in his 
pockets, the President talked ina direct and 
forcible fashion about the ‘work of the Ad- 
ministration during the winter, the Congress 
just gone and incidentally upon the work of 
the future. The President was first asked 
what he thought of the work of the Fifty-first 
Congress. He said: 

‘‘In many ways it has been a most remark- 
able Congress. Its work has been been of the 
most important character. Its work has 
been done inthe face of strong opposition, 
andthe legislation involved has been the 
outgrowth of flerce contentions, The result is 
one that willstand wellin history and one 
which the country would approve. The 
principle of majority rule has also been as- 
serted ina marked degreeand an adherence 
to that rule is, in my judgment, the one prin- 
ciple which will preserve the institutions of 
our country.’’ 

The President added, in following out the 
line of thought: ‘‘That the majority shallrule 
isan underlying principle of our constitu- 
tion. Itis what has contributed in the past 
to our security and it is the only guarantee in 
the future forour safety. The moment you 
pass from that and concede the minority rule 
you go to chaos and confusion. Some of the 
fiercest of contentions in Congress have been 
made in the vain attempt of the minority to 
control the action of the majority.’’ 

THE ELECTION BILL. 

The President was asked if he thought the 
Republicans wotld make the issues iivolved 
in the election biil prominent in future cam- 
paigns. The Président said: 

**You will find therein the same principle— 
a guarantee of therule of the majority. It 
will not flo forthe people of any section to 
say that they must be let alone; that 
it is a local question to be settied 
by the States of whether we 
shall have honest elections or not. This 
might be said ifit were not for the fact that 
the principle is at issue in nattonal elections 
and that the inequality upon the floor of the 
House of Representatives is so great that it 
cannot be ignored. Whether it shail become 
a dominant issue in the immediate campaign 
or in the near future is a question of whether 
the northern part of the country will consent 
to such inequality and representation in the 
administration of national affairs. This 
attempt upon the part of the minority to rule 
the majority is constantly appearing In va- 
rious parts of the country. Take my own 
State of Indiana. There we have sach a ger- 
rymander that if we were tocarry the State 
to-morrow by the popular vote of 10,000 ma- 
jority, we could not secure more than two, or 
possibly three, Representatives in Congress, 
and the Democrats would have control of the 
Legislature. The will of the majority is over- 
ruled,and byan improper manipulation the 
rule of the minority is made possible. These 
are questions forthe people to take up and 
determine. It is not a question of sectional- 
ism; it is not a question-of business honesty. 
The principle of majority representation has 
to a great degree prevailed in Congress 
during the last two sessions, and that, there- 
fore, will have a good influence upon the pub- 
lic in calling their attention to the import- 
ance of this issue,.’’ 

THE SHIP SUBSIDY. 

The President was asked if he was pleased 
with the aid given by Congress to the ship- 
ping interest of the country with a view to 
the carrying-out of the reciprocity policy of 
the Administration. The President said: 

‘‘] am very much pleased. What was 
passed by Congress was about alll thought 
was practical and was ali that could be safely 
accomplished as a preliminary step. Inat- 
tempting anything new it is important to be 
conservative and to avoid extremes. I have 
always thought it best to continue the steam- 
ship lines. They afford swift and rapid tran- 
sit in the carrying the Government mails and 
are important elements in bringing us in 
touch with countries with which we are seek- 
ing to improve our trade relations. The im- 
portance of this is shown in the enlarged 
commerce which always follows the estab- 
hshment of new steamship connections be- 
tween different countries. The peopleof this 
country have long declared the South Amer- 
ican countries as remote. This is on account 
oftheir not being provided with easy and 
rapid methods of communication 
with this country. Whether it will 
be practical to go beyond the 
steamer lines and give aidtothe sailing ves- 
sels will be for the future to determine. Iam 
not now prepared to say whether this will be 
wise. The step thus far taken is quite within 
the limits of our present resources. Senator 
Frye noted the other day the fact that our rev- 
enue from foreign mails provides to-day a 
surplus of over $1,000,000. Wedo not care to 
make money out ofour postal service, and 
this isasumthatcan properly be used for 
the encouragement of quick means of com- 
munication with the South, Then the theory 
of the postal service isnot a money-making 
one. Whereitcan be conducted without a 
a loss, it is of course well, but that question 
has never been considered in 
the history of the department. It 
has always been an arm. extended 
to advancing civilization in the most distant 
and barren regions. I remember noticing 
several yearsago onenteringon horseback 
the Yellowstone Park, the workingsof the 
Star Route service. Here the representative 
of the Post-office Department penetrates into 
the mountains for a four days’ ride, with only 
two stations for mail delivery, often carrying 
there not more than asingle letter. Itis this 

rinciple of extension of the service which 
ustifies the Government in making expendl- 
tures in the direction thatno private enter- 
prise could afford to go.’’ 

THE NEW NAVY. 

The President was asked aboutthe new 
navy andthe criticism which has been di- 
rected against the sums ofmoney expended 
upon it. Particular reference was made to the 
recent declarationthat during the late war 
of the rebellion a navy was built up without 
any greatiloss of time, although we had no 
preparatory schools and no established navy 
at the time the war broke out. The President 
said in reply to this: 

‘*There would be no justice in making any 
comparison between that time and this. 
Then we were contending against a part of 
the country which had no navy. It is true 
that at the close of the war our navy was the 
best that that period presented. But the 
times have changed, and the conditions to- 
day are vastly different. The progress in the 
art of gunnery and ship-building has been so 
great that no nation could, upon short notice, 
hope to compete remotely with the humbilest 
ofthe nations which have adopted modern 
appliances. The progress in the art of gun. 
nery alone is such that it requires enormous

The truth 
of it is that the establishment of a navy puts 
a nation upon a respectable footing and is 
the best guarantee against the possibility of 
any war. In other words, it is insurance and 
should be so regarded.’’ 
THE TARIFF ISSUE. 

The President was asked if he did not think 
that the tariff issue for the present was 
ended, so faras the Republican party was 
concerned, and that the party as a party 
should resort to no further agitation of the 
meet for at least a time. The President 
said: 

**Most decidedly I think there should be no 
more agitation upon the subject until the Mc- 
Kinley bill has been fairly tried. It has been 
charged with numerous faults. There is no 
reason why its workings should be prejudiced 
by malevolent predictions. The bill has been 
already long enough in operation to indicate 
that much that was charged against itis un- 
true. A period should be permitted to pass 
enough to test fairly the character of the 
measure, Then, ifitcan be shown by such 
fair and impartial trial thatit has faults, 
let them be eliminated, but until such period 
is passed I should be strongly against any 
further agitation of the tariff question.’’ 

FINANCIAL LEGISLATION. 

The President was asked if he did not hold 
to the same opinion concerning financial leg- 
islation. The President said: 

‘*I do not think that we need any more fi- 
nancial legislation for the present. What we 
have, too, should haveits period of trial, I 
do not see any present or near future neces- 
sity of further financial legislation. I have 
favored silver coinage upto a point where I 
though it could be safely used. It is not 4 
ways easy to Jetermine the danger point. It 
is best, however, to be conservative, and I 
think we have gone about as far for the pres- 
ent in the direction of free coinage of silver 
as can be done for the best interests of silver. 
To go further might result in depreciating it. 
A depreciated dollar’s first mission is to go 
out and cheat some workman in the payment 
of his week’s wages. Itis the workman that 
feels the first effect of a cheapened cur- 
rency.’’ 

THE RECIPROCITY POLICY, 

The President was asked about the reci.- 
procity policy of the Administration. He said: 

‘*I have been engaged for the last few days 
in considering various subjects of treaty un- 
der this policy. I have been doing what I 
could to urge along and develop the possibill- 
ties which I see inthis new extension of our 
trade. I believe that this policy will result in 
great good.’’ 

He was asked about the criticisms directed 
against the policy, where it has been said that 
there isnoreal advantage, because the En- 
giish merchant can still undersell the Amer!- 
can merchant on account of his being able to 
produce at home cheaper and because he 
has better transportation connections 
with the South American countries than 
we have. The President said in reply 
to this that under the McKinley 
bill he had full authority to give the Ameri- 
can merchant such advantages as would ena- 
ble him practically to stand upon a footing 
with the English merchant as faras the cost 
of production was concerned. Under this act 
the American merchant can get raw material, 
for the duty is not charged where such ma- 
terialis imported to be manufactured into 
articles for exportation, and sothe American 
merchant will be able to sell at the same 
point of advantage as the English merchant, 
with the additional advantage of free entry 
into ports where treaties are made. Astothe 
improved means of communication, he 
would soon have the same advan- 
tages through the establishment under 
stimulus of postal subsidies of 
American steamship lines. The steamship 
lines would be constructed in the same way 
as were the modern steamships in England. 
They would be so built as to be available as 
cruisers in case of a war and would therefore 
be valuable auxiliaries to the navy. 

At the close ofthe talk the correspondent 
asked the President what he thought of the 
future of the Republican party. The Presi- 
dent said that there was already a strong re- 
action in favor of the party and thatthe 
future would show that it was upon the side 
of good government and modern progress 
and well merited the confidence of the coun- 
try. In expressing this opinion the President 
said emphatically: 

‘*T think it is about time to abolish the 
chairmanship of the apologetics for the Re- 
publican party.’’.

Mr. Pickett con- 
sulted with Longacre’s relatives, and the 
shortage was made good by the defaulter’s 
father and brother, Mr. Pickett agreeing not 
to prosecute the young man. The latter will 
returnto St. Louis inafew days, and will 
then leave for another city, where he will 
make a new startin the world, and he ex- 
pects to steer clear of pool alleys in the 
future. He is only 30 years old and 
was married but a couple of months 
ago. He has been the American Tack 
Co.’s St. Louis agent for about three 
years, orfromthe time they established a 
branch house here. It is claimed by some 
that Longacre had a friend who knew of his 
stealings, and that he was always ready to 
cash the checks for him which he received 
from different firms in payment for goods. 
The friend is supposed to have been paid for 
his accommodation, but Mr. Pickett doesn’t 
think that there is anythinginthe story. He 
never heard of it and it would be almost im- 
possible to prove it without Longacre’s tes- 
timony. Besides such a method of procuring 
money on the checks would have been un- 
necessary, as Longacre could have placed 
them in his bank and drawn money on them 
at any time with no greater risk of detection 
than if the checks werecashed by another 
individual.

ADVANTAGES TO 8ST. LOUIS. 

‘*The importance of the new road between 
Paducah, Ky., and Paris, Tenn.,’’ said 8S. E, 
Morse of Paducah, who isat the Southern,

appreciated. We, who are on the line 
of the road, know what it is worth 
tous and what it will be worthto St. Louis. 
It means not only that a great and rich 
section of country will be thrown open to St.

Hitherto we have not been able to 
utilize our natural advantages on account of 
lack of transportation facilities, but the new 
road will open the St. Louis market to us,and 
will open to St. Louisa region fully as rich in 
minerals as the famous Iron Mountain dis- 
trict.
